Many call this the greatest yet, in 
members, spirit, preaching, singing, bless- 
ing, and fellowship in general. Reports 
for the year show an increase in mem- 
bers and finances. The foreign mission- 
ary finances and activities more than 
doubled and general interest in missions 
going higher still. There were thousands 
of recruits in foreign fields during the 
year and still others inviting and wait- 
ing. Interest in the work of the Bible 
Schools and all activities among our 
young people increases. The publishing 
interest, orphanage work, old age fund 
and every phase of the Church work is 
going strong. 

The opening service of the Assembly 
on Friday night was well attended and 
the program soon struck fire. Following 
the addresses of welcome came responses 
with songs and music. Brother I. H. 
Marks gave the message of the hour, 
which was concluded with a great vol- 
ume of prayer, praises, and shouts of 
victory. 

On Saturday morning the Assembly 
was officially opened by the General 
Overseer. The first number on the pro- 
gram was the General Overseer’s annual 
address, which was received with much 
applause. Brother Walker, having served 
to the satisfaction of all, proving faith- 
ful to every trust committed to him, en- 
joys the full confidence of the brethren, 
as is shown by his re-election, which was 
unanimous, 

REPORTS IN GENERAL 

All show an increase and indicate pro- 
gress in all church activities. Forward 
to greater and better service seems to be 
the feeling everywhere. 

More than 6,000 new members were 
added during the year, making a grand 
total of 55,600. More than two hundred 
names were added to the list of ordained 
or licensed ministers, exclusive of or- 
dained deacons, 1,983. The amount of 
tithes sent to Headquarters this year in- 
creased by more than eight thousand 
dollars. The full amount sent was $37,- 
883. 

FOREIGN MISSIONS REPORT 

This report was most encouraging. It 
showed that our cash receipts for the 
year were doubled, also our foreign mis- 
sion activities, and evidently there is a 
forward move in all the Church to help 
rescue the millions of lost ones across 
the seas. Last year our report showed we 
had given seven thousand dollars and this 
year it is more than fourteen thousand

dollars. 

The foreign mission service on Sun- 
day morning was very impressive. A 
number of ministers and workers from 
different foreign fields were on the plat- 
form and took part in the program. 
Among them were Brother Franks, Ba- 
hama Islands; Brother Herne, Haiti; 
Brother Hudson, Jamaica; Sister Atkin- 
son and Brother Gonzales, Mexico, also 
Brother Ingram, our foreign missionary 
to many countries. 

Brother Ingram gave a very interest- 
ing account of his travels and experiences 
on his recent missionary world-tour. He 
visited thirty-one countries, and found 
open doors and inviting fields in many 
places. In his mission work this year he 
reports sixty-five churches organized 
with more than 3,000 members, with still 
others looking this way. This was a great 
service, many were moved to tears, as the 
need of the heathen was presented. An 
offering of more than $1,200 was re- 
ceived. Ir must be that God would have 
us pray and give more, yes, and “go” 
too. We expect to hear more from this 
service. 

PUBLISHING HOUSE REPORTS 

Special interest centered about the Ed- 
itor’s report and things connected with 
the Evangel, Sunday School literature, 
and other publications. That $16,711.27 
annual profit report looked big, and no 
doubt it gave the faithful publisher a de- 
gree of satisfaction, it should have, and 
others too. The Publishing House _ be- 
longs to us all and we are interested in 
it. In the special service given in the in- 
terest of the Evangel, we were told of 
its value and the blessing it brings. These 
preachers said the Evangel must go and 
it must.

THE BIBLE SCHOOLS 

Are going over the top. It seems that 
Brother Tharp is in the right place. Pro- 
vision is being made for the needed 
buildings at Cleveland. Of course this is 
the main school. There are state schools 
in Florida, Maine, and South Dakota, and 
others are to be established in North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
and Texas, all to be under the direction 
of the General Superintendent of Educa- 
tion. Our people have certainly caught 
the Bible School spirit and we feel they 
are amply justified in it, when we see the 
fine type of young preachers and work- 
ers turned out from our school in the 


past.

Nay, none of these, but just 
the simple power of the story that was 
told by Jesus on Olivet, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel,” that 
story told and lived patiently to-day and 
to-morrow into the hearts of multitudes 
whose names no earthly history will re- 
cord, that is the fundamental power that 
will sweep out of the east and out of the 
west superstition, ignorance, sin and self- 
ishness; will, like a great magnet gather 
all truth of all religions and all the good 
of all peoples and build it into the bul- 
warks of a new and a redeemed humani- 
ty; that alone will break the binding ties 
of racial prejudices, universal hatreds, na- 
tional malices, and one day furl the 
battle flags forever, and seal the brother- 
hood of man. 

Centuries ago there’ lived a class of 
people in England who desired to wor- 
ship according to the dictates of their 
own conscience. This privilege was denied 
them in the country that gave them 
birth; they separated themselves from 
such religious activities and organization, 
that they deemed detrimental to their 
spiritual welfare. They set sail toward a 
western world, and after months of 
stormy and perilous days on the bosom 
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of the deep, on one cold, grey Novem- 
ber day they landed upon the unfriendly 


shores of what is now known as Massa- * 


chusetts. What did these missionaries of 
God find? Their backs were turned to- 
ward an angry ocean, before them lay 
an unbroken wilderness that stretched 
for thousands of miles. This solitude was 
great. At their left they heard the sav- 
age yell of the Indian. At their right 
they heard the hungry howl of fierced, 
wild animals. This did not quell the “go 
ye” spirit. They, with the help of God, 
moved with the greatest Christian war- 
fare that men encountered in centuries. 


To-day as a result of these pilgrim 
missionaries we have the greatest civili- 
zation that has ever crossed the threshold 
of human history. Through the Chris- 
tian efforts of these brave men and wom- 
en, we have the finest school system in 
the world; we have a better spirit of re- 
ligious toleration than is found in the 
world anywhere, and through them we 
were given a government that could on- 
ly be given by the hand of God. As we 
move through this vast nation of ours, 
note the thousands of people who know 
God, as we look upon some of the finest 
and best constructed cities in the uni- 
verse, as we behold that religious liberty 
as found nowhere else in the world, we 
are inclined to look back upon the day 
when the pilgrim missionaries landed at 
Plymouth. Just what these Christian 
forefathers have been worth to America, 
and what they will yet be worth, remains 
to be told in the great world to come. 

I desire to pay high tribute and respect 
to Brother J. H. Ingram for his untiring 
efforts in distant and uncivilized lands. 
I read his Christian activities with zeal 
and interest. The souls that find God 
through his missionary labors will in the 
sunshine of the next life help to place 
an imperishable crown on him. 

William Carey and his little band of 
loyal supporters were crusaders in a 
common cause. He said to them, “There 
is a gold mine in India. I will go down 
but you must hold the ropes.” He was 
the adventurer; they were the admiring 
administrators. He was the hero; they 
were the heralds in the homeland of the 
new missionary program. He was the 
pathfinder; they were the pioneers. He 
was the miner; they were the ministers, 
ministering to him in necessity. The 
Church of God has only one task and pro- 
gram, one gospel, one communion, and 
as David Livingstone said, “Christianity 
requires perpetual propagation to attest 
its genuineness.” 

The Christian work done by William 
Carey in India helped to mould the char- 
acter of a new day; and to-day where- 
soever civilization is found there, direct- 
ly or indirectly it can be traced to the

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CROSS BEARING 


Sermonette delivered by Helen Swanson 
over Radio Station KLPM 

Text: Mark 8:34, “And when He had 
called the people unto Him with His dis- 
ciples also, He said unto them, Whoso- 
ever will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, and fol- 
low me.” What is our cross? The Chris- 
tian standard crosses the sentiment of 
the world. 

Going back just a little we would like 
to ask the question, Why was it neces- 
sary for Jesus to leave Heaven and come 
to this world? 1 John 5:19 “And we 
know, that we are of Ged, and the whole 
world lieth in WICKEDNESS.” Man had 
fallen from God but “God so loved the 
world, that He gave His only begotten 
Son that whosoever believeth in Him 
shoula not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” Did He love the world with its 
wickedness? No He did not love the 
wickedness, but loved humanity and 
longed to bring the world out of wick- 
ednéss unto Himself and save the human 
soul from eterral damnation. 

Did the world welcome His coming 
to earth? No, Jesus said with own lips 
in John 15:18 “If the world hate you, 
ye know that it hated me before it hated 
you.” Why did they hate Him? We find 
the answer in John 3:19-21: “And this is 
the condemnation, that light is come un- 
to the world, and men love darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds 
are evil. For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to the 
light, lest his deeds should be reproved.” 
Jesus was that light that came to reprove 
the world of sin. Thus we immediately 
find a cross in sentiment between the 
attitude of Christ and the attitude of the 
world long before He was taken to Gol- 
gotha’s hill. Since we find the world 
wrapped in wickedness in the sight of 
God, and that no sin shall enter Heaven, 
we can readily see the great need of Onc 
who could raise the ideals of humanity 
to God’s standard. Jesus met with perse- 
cution, opposition, hatred, malice and 
envy during His entire ministry which 
finally led to His death, but He bore His 
cross willingly, patiently, and lovingly 
unto the very end. 

In our text we find Christ admonish- 
ing His followers “to take up their cross 
and follow Him,” thus we see that tho’ 
Jesus bore the cross for you and me that 
redemption might be made complete, 
there still remains a responsibility upon 
every person who desires to make Heaven 
his home, of bearing his own cross. 


Our cross is not a big wooden object we 
are compelled to carry, but it is the sent- 
iment of the world that crosses the Chris- 
tian attitude. Some one might say, “But 
sister, is‘ that scriptural?” Let us notice; 
Jesus in His prayer 


for His disciples 
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prayed thus, “I have given them thy 
word; and the world hath hated them, 
because they are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. I pray not that 
thou shouldest take them out of the 
world, but that thou shouldest keep 
them from the evil one.” John 17:14, 
15. In 1 John 2:15 we are commanded 
not to love the world, “Love not the 
world, neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him.” Why? 
V. 16, “For all that is in the world, the 
lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, 
and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world.” Worldly en- 
ticements give vent to the desires and 
lust of the flesh which result in the fol- 
lowing according to Gal. 5:19-21: “Now 
the works of the flesh are manifest, 
which are these; Adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, _lasciviousness, _ idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, 
wrath, strife ,seditions, heresies, envyings, 
murders, drunkenness, revellings, and 
such like: of the which I tell you before, 
as I have also told you in times past, 
that they which do such things shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God.” 

But some one says, “Preacher, I do 
love the pleasures and enticements of this 
world and how can I help it?” Turn 
with me to Gal. 1:3, 4. “Grace be to you 
and peace from God the Father, and from 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Who gave Himself 
for our sins, that He might deliver us 
from this present evil world, according to 
the will of God and our Father.” Again 
we read in Rom. 12:2, “‘And be not con- 
formed to this world: but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of the mind, 
that ye may prove what is that good and 
acceptable, and perfect will of God.” 
Thus we sec a change must take place in 
every individual. To be transformed 
means to be changed. Jesus in His inter- 
view with Nicodemus, a noted Pharisee, 
a strict lawkeeper, referred to this trans- 
formation or change, when He - said, 
“Except a man be born again he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” Thru the new 
birth we come to the light of Jesus as 
the Savior of the world. Now I fancy I 
can hear some one say, “Yes, I have wit- 
nessed ever so many who claim to have 
been born again, or in other words, been 
converted, claim to have turned from 
the things of the world to take up their 
cross and follow Jesus, testified, sang and 
prayed, but after awhile we found them 
back doing the same things they had 
done before’ and even worse. Surely you 
don’t mean ‘to say that they will ever get 
to Heaven.” Absolutely not! They have 
failed to bear their cross. After we have 
entered into the light we must then walk 


in the light. 1 John 1:7, “But if we walk 
in the light, as He is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, and 
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the b!ood of Jesus Christ his Son cleans- 
eth us from all sin.” Jesus also said, “‘No 
man, having put his hand to the plough, 
and looking back, is fit for the Kingdom 
of God.” 

Sinner friend and Christian brother, 
let us be willing to take up our cross and 
follow Jesus. Do men speak evil of you, 
do you fear criticism and _ persecution 
from those you love? Remember Jesus 
was spoken evil of, in whom was found 
no evil. 

Do you love the things of the world, 
the pleasures thereof? Remember some 
day they will be a thing of the past and 
shall have barred you out of eternal joy 
and bliss with the Father. Bear your 
cross and stand up for Jesus! 

Does it seem to be your lot to suffer 
and sacrifice things of earth? Oh sister, 
brother, let’s bear the cross willingly, 
patiently and lovingly for some day we 
shall trade the old cross for a crown of 
eternal life.
